It was 
found that a rope attached ^olow Car¬ 
ter’s arms would pull the body into 
parts without withdrawing its covered 
portion, and that method had to he 
abandoned. Carter was conscious and 
talked with his rescuers, but at the end 
! of 58 hours he died. By this time an 
; enormous crowd had gathered, and all 
sorts of plans were suggested for recov- 
ering the body, but finally it was de¬ 
termined to make the well the dead 
man** tomb, and it was filled up after 
religious services had been held upon 
its nrink. The well was 48 feet deep, 
and perhaps no other Kansan ever found 
quite so strange a burial place.—Kan¬ 
sas City Journal.

WHISKY AS A FACTOR IN GREAT CON¬ 
FLICTS OF THE PAST. 

Alexander the Great a Victim of Al¬ 
cohol-Many Fields Lost Because of 
Drunken OUlcers—Spaniards at San¬ 
tiago, 

The army canteen is more to he fear¬ 
ed than the weapons of the enemy. His¬ 
tory abounds in illustrations of the fatal 
effects of strong drink upon tbB fate of 
armies and nations. Every one is fa¬ 
miliar with the story of the fall of 
Babylon, hut that story has been re¬ 
peated many times. The Median empire 
was destroyed because a Median com¬ 
mander with his troops, who became 
drunk during a feast provided bp Cyrus, 
then his prisoner, permitted Cyrus to 
escape and join his father, who, with 
his son’s skill and knowledge, acquired 
while a captive, was ahle to conquer 
the Modes. But for the drunken revel¬ 
ries of Belshazzar's feast Cyrus would 
in all probability not have been able to 
overthrow Babylon. 

Alexander the Great, after complet¬ 
ing theconqucstof the world, celebrated' 
his victory with a grand festival at 
Babylon, closing with a banquet, at 
which he indulged in such excesses that 
the next day he was taken violently ill, 
and a few days later died. He left no 
one capable of succeeding him. Within 
a few years his sons and their mothers 
had been murdered by rivals for the 
throne and the government of the Mace¬ 
donian empire bad passed entirely out 
of'Alexander’s family. 

Every student of history is familiar 
with the record of battles lost and oth¬ 
ers endangered through drunken com¬ 
manders. 

It is related that on a certain occa¬ 
sion the commanding officers of a Brit¬ 
ish army sent orders to a battalion to 
move in a certain direction and take a 
fort. “They cannot go, sir,” was the 
reply. “What is the reason they cannot 
to?” demanded the general. “They are 
ill drunk, sir,” was the reply.

I Comparisons Between Products of 
Dairies and Creameries. 

The keynote of success in dairy but¬ 
ter making is cleanliness, writes H. 
Hayward in The National Stockman. 
Cleanliness not only in the utensils 
Which come in contact with the milk, 
cream, and butter, but cleanliness in the 
water that the cow drinks, the food 
that she eats and the stable in which 
she is kept, - cleanliness all along the 
line from the start to the time the but¬ 
ter leaves the dairy, including the place 
where the butter salt is kept and the 
place where the butter is held awaiting" 
marketing. Cows, milk, cream, butter, 
water and butter salt are all suscepti¬ 
ble to bad odors, and if any one of them 
comes in contact with offensive odors 
the result will be seen in the finished' 
butter. After cleanliness comes low 
temperature or the ability to- control 
the temperature. One of'the chief rea¬ 
sons why dairy butter is so soft in the 
rammer time is because it has never In 
my process of its manufacture been 
subjected to a temperature low enough- 
:o harden the fat globules in the cream, 
[f, when the cream is ready to churn, 
;he cream pail could be hung in the 
veil or set in a tufa of water at the tem¬ 
pera ture of 50 to 55 degrees by the use 
>f ice overnight, then churned and 
vorked in a cool place, the body or 
exture of the butter would he good. 
)n the other hand, the holding of cream 
it very low temperatures or freezing it 
n the*winter time causes the butter to 
le crumbly. 

Creamery butter is better than dairy, 
ratter because the cream is either held 
t a low temperature or else it ischurn- 
d every day. Cream, unless it is ban- 
led rightly, ages very rapidly, and 
uch cream will produce a butter that 
as an old taste peculiar to butter made 
com old cream. Consequently the more 
sequent the churnings in the dairy the 
etter will be the hntter. 

Another very important point in bnt- 
Br making, and one in which more but- 
ar makers fail than in any other, is 
ipening the cream. Upon the kind and 
ipeness of the cream depends more than 
pon anything else the flavor of the 
utter, and by its flavor more than by 
ny other quality is bntter judged by 
be customer. It is generally conceded 
ow that tv» produce the maximum 
mount of good flavor it is necessary to 
evelop about 60 per cent of lactic acid 
1 the cream before churning. This 
fid is developed by a certain kind of 
acteria which is always found in large 
ambers in all milk and cream. 

If, however, for any reason, other 
inds of bacteria should outnumberthe 1 
ind that form the lactic acid, by con- 1 
iming the milk sugar In the cream, or 
the conditions for their growth should - 
a more favorable than for the growth 1 
! lactic acid bacteria, the resultant i 
ivor wonld he poor. To avoid any pos- 1 
biiity of this kind and to insure a i 
aiform desirable flavor most of the 
ist butter makers, both in creameries f 
id private dairies, nse what is known 1 
1 a “starter.” This consists nsnaliy of i 
) or 15percent of good sour skimmilk 1 
hich has a clean, acid flavor. The 1 
inciple of this is simply to add enough « 
otic acid forming bacteria to sweet < 
earn to insure their predominance. If 
they predominate, they check the c 
growth and destroy the influence of oth- 1 
er bacteria which are always in the t 
cream and which would have, if allow- s 
ed to develop, a very undesirable in- c 
flnence. If the private dairy batter mak- a 
er will keep the conditions surrounding t 
ail his operations perfectly clean and 
sweet, control his temperatures and 
master the details of ripening cream, his 
success as a hntter maker is assured. 

In spite of the fact that the butter 
made in the dairy is as good as or better 1 
than the creamery batter the producer i 
will not be able to command the same ’ 
price for his article unless he can sell 1 
directly to the consumer or supply some 1 
special grocery trade. Our large butter ( 
markets do not make fine distinctions 1 
in dairy butter, and, as a rale, the 1 
finest butter, if made in a dairy, is 
classed simply as “dairy bntter, ” which £ 
means from 3 to 5 cents per pound less 1 
than the same quality of creamery but- e 
ter would bring. Consequently the pro- f 
ducer of dairy butter must seek to get a 
as close to the consumer as possible. If 1 
this can be done and if he has a fine ar- t 
tide, he can successfully compete even r 
now with creamery bntter. f

j Methods of Growing Them and Pro- 
[- . tepting From Insects. 

Place from 15 to 20 seeds in each hill 
[ to insure against failure in germination, 

. insect - troubles, etc. They should, al- ' 
i ways be planted sidewise or flat for best 
results in germination. Press them into 
the soil, covering not over one inch in 

• depth. By firming the soil in the usual 
way with the hack of the hoe germina¬ 
tion is hastened. Cultivation must be 
continued, both to a good depth and at 
comparatively frequent intervals. As 
the plants grow larger lessen it, and 
When the foliage covers most of the 
Brea stop it altogether. The amount of 
hand hoeing depends upon the weedi- 
ness-of the ground, hut should be re¬ 
sorted to at least every week or ten 
days at first to keep the plantsgrowing. 
After heavy, dashing rains or in ex¬ 
tremely dry weather a slight amount of 
hoeing loosens the soil. 

As soon as the plants are sufficiently 
established -thin them to four plants in 
a hill. Pruning or pinching off the end 
of the vine is often,resorted to when 
the plants are a few feet in length in 
order to force out the lateral growth, 
which bears the fruit. This is seldom 
practiced, however, by large growers. 

It is also advisable to remove all fruit 
that sets too late to mature in order to 
strengthen the others. The foregoing 
cultural points are presented by Pro¬ 
fessor F. W. Rane -in The Rural New 
Yorker, where he also advises as follows 
about insects: 

Insects are sometimes very trouble¬ 
some, especially the small yellow leaf 
beetles, the striped encumber beetle, 
yellow with black stripes, and the spot¬ 
ted cucumber beetle, yellow with 12 
black spots on its back. These insects 
live over winter under leaves, rubbish, 
etc., and begin their attacks as soon as 
the first two cotyledonons leaves make 
their appearance. They are very active, 
and if the vines are neglected even for 
a day when the insects are .numerous 
they will he practically destroyed. By 
liberally spreading tobacco dust upon 
and around the plantletsas soon as the 
insects make their appearance they-may 
be kept off. The dust may he purchased 
from seedsmen. 

Another insect liable to he trouble- 
J Borne is the common squash bug. The 
hest remedy is to hand pick and destroy 
it in the cooler portions of the day. If 
boards are placed about the hills, the 
bugs will take refuge under them. The 
eggs, which are usually laid in clusters 1 
on the leaves, are also easily destroyed. 1 
Worms and insects do more or less 1 
damage by working into the melon 1 
where the fruit comes in contact with 
the ground. To overcome this place ^ 
something under the fruit—small pieces ] 
of board, stones, etc. Mildew sometimes 
affects both the leaves and fruit. For 
this spray with the bordeanx mixture.

QUICK CORN PLANTING, 

A Pulverizer For Corn Rows and a 
Convenient Corn Marker. 

It is the custom of many farmers to 
plow for corn and follow with the har¬ 
row, roller or plank drag until the 
ground is level and fine before the corn 
is prat in with a two horse planter. But 
if heavy rains come and pack the soil 
before planting it must bo reworked, 
perhaps several times. Commenting 
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Big- Shipment of Butter. 

Under date of Cape Town, Feb. 25, 
Consul General Stowe snhmits to the 
state department the following statis¬ 
tics relative to the bntter trade of Aus¬ 
tralia and South Africa: “The largest 
consignment of butter in one vessel 
(700 tons) which ever left Australia re¬ 
cently sailed in the Austral for Eng¬ 
land. The India had also on hoard 438 
tons, so that in one week Melbourne 
has earned the credit of sending out the 
largest shipment of fresh bntter which 
ever left any port in the world. Includ¬ 
ing a small consignment for Cape Town, 
the shipment comprised 54,000 boxes of 
bntter. As an experiment, 800 dozen 
eggs vvSre included among the produce 
for this port. The value of the butter 
and. some 20,000 rabbits on hoard for 
England was $670,443.50. I call atten¬ 
tion to this for the reason that my ef¬ 
fort to induce the producers of the 
United States to ship bntter ba 3 met 
with hut little success, although, as 
mentioned In a recent report, bntter has 
arrived in South Africa from the United. 
States under Australian marks. The 
total import of bntter into South Africa 
(with the exception of Portuguese ter¬ 
ritory) for 1898 was 5,782,017 pounds 
against 5,90,1,455' pounds for 1897, 
thowing a decrease. ”

PULVERIZER EOR CORN ROWS, 
upon the time thus lost in doing extra 
work and waiting for the ground to dry 
off between the plow and the planter, a 
writer in the Ohio Farmer has said: If 
instead of harrowing, roiling or drag¬ 
ging all this land before planting, each 
farmer used an implement that would 
pulverize thoroughly the row in which 
the corn is to be planted, leaving the 
middlers to be rolled, harrowed or 
dragged, after planting, as the condi¬ 
tions of weather and soil might indi¬ 
cate, there wonld be saved an immense 
amount of labor and worry. 

We made a simple implement that 
has saved labor and time and given ns 
• the satisfaction of planting as soon as 
the ground is warm enough. As soon 
as the field is plowed, we harrow if 
necessary and then start this pulverizer 
ahead of the planter. It pulverizes the 
tracks for the planter perfectly, leaving 
the middle as the harrow left it, ready 
to he rolled or dragged after the corn 
is planted. 

To make the pulverizer we need two 
planks 6 feet long, 2 by 12 inches, and 
two boards 4 feet long, 2 by 6 inches. 
They are bolted together, as shown In 
the cut, so that the distance from cen¬ 
ter to center will be the same as the 
width of the planter or distance be¬ 
tween the rows of corn. We remove 
teeth from a harrow and insert seveD 
to nine in the 2 by 12 sides in such a 
way that no two teeth follow each other. 

The hitch is a chain from a scotch 
harrow. Two horses attached as to the 
harrow or plank drag will do the work 
with the driver riding on the pulverizer 
if the ground is rough enough to re¬ 
quire so much weight. The marker can 
be taken from the planter and used on 
the pulverizer, as the track made by 
the pulverizer will be the guide for the 
team and driver of planter. 

To lighten the work of turning at 
ends we have used 4 the truck of a rid¬ 
ing cultivator, and by the chain attach¬ 
ment to truck and pulverizer we raise 
with a foot lever the pulverizer clear of 
the ground for convenience in turning 
and getting the spacing of rows accu¬ 
rately and easily. The truck and chain 
attachment and lifting lever we do not 
attempt to show in the cut. 

Another device illustrated in the 
journal mentioned is a corn marker, of 
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THE WALTER A. wood MOWING Som6 of f5le fading Features, 
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A CORN MARKER. 

Which a correspondent says: I think it 
goes ahead of any of the things of the 
kind I have ever used, and they have 
been many. 

It is a four row marker, hut has 
hinges on it so it will mark on rolling 
or uneven ground as well as on level 
ground. The wings can be turned so 
as to go through a narrow gate or 
around obstructions in a field. I used 
four 6 inch T hinges and a common 
buggyfiongue. My runners are 3% feet 
long, 6 inches wide and 2 inches thick. 
Have a wide board on the center, so as 
to ride, if you mark by stakes.

” Cultivating: Sugar Beets. 

, in the early cultivation of sugar beets 
j the ground should.-be stirred as deeply 
as possible. To accomplish this without 
, covering the plants the ideal implement 
would be a cultivator with numerous 
long,hooked teeth, not more than an inch 
j wide, one which might be called a cross 
between a harrow and a cultivator. 
Such cultivators are now on the market. 
After the beets have become larger a 
cultivator with broader shovels may he 
used in order to cut the weeds more ef¬ 
fectually, hut deep working of the soil 
should he carefully avoided after it has 
become filled with the feeding roots of 
the crop. The after cultivation should 
consist in keeping the ground free of 
weeds and keeping the surface loose, 
both being necessary to the preservation 
of the soil moisture.-—Ohio Station.
